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. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The phrase "the head harness" lacks 
antecedent basis. The claim is improper as it is merely functional and does not 
further limit any claimed element. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Carella. Carella shows loops 20 and 26 and drag grip 28. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Carella. To make the loops from a single length of strap by cutting both from 
a single length of strap would have been an obvious mechanical expediency. 

Claims 1-8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hengstenberger in view of Anderson. Hengstenberger shows the claimed 
harness with the exception of having two complete loops for the arm portions of a 
user. Anderson in fig. 6 shows a drag harness with two arm loops. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to modify Hengstenberger for his arm loop portion to comprise two loops, as 
taught by Anderson, to localize a dragging force around a user arm portions. 
Furthermore, to make the arm loops and drag loop of separate strapping would 
have been an obvious mechanical expediency by the use of separate strapping for 
the different portions. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hengstenberger and Anderson, as applied to claim 7 above, and further in 
view of Yocco. Yocco shows a drag harness made of a flame resistant material. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the harness of Hengstenberger to be made from flame- 
resistant material, as taught by Yocco, to enable its use during a fire rescue.
